While the San Gabriel canyon dam is the highest dam 


ever projected, it is also the thickest, in fact two-thirds as 
thick as it is high. It is not so much a wall to be thrown 
across the canyon as it is a concrete fill, a barrier comparable 
in strength to the hills it is to be tied into. 


This barrier. 438 feet above foundations, is 365 feet 


through from face to heel. No amount of disturbance can 
cause it to topple. It cannot turn over any more than a 
stone six feet long and four feet wide can turn. It is remote- 
ly conceivable that a tremendous seismic disturbance might 
crack it, but it would only be possible through such a pro- 
ounced movement as would be cataclysmic to all civilization 
in the Pacific region. 


i 
Not only is it to be proof against such conditions as 


above described, but no amount of water pressure is possible 
that would affect it. 
The enormous back-flow of water it 


will cause is to the east and west of the dam, and not directly 
bearing upon the dam itself, excepting in comparatively in- 
considerable amounts. 


The San Gabriel dam is to be nearly nine times bigger 


than any dam of any kind yet built in the world, and because 
of its character the safest of any yet built. There should be 
no apprehension upon the part of anyone. Disasters in con- 
nection with dams have invariably been caused because of 
under-estimation of the power and volume of water, and be- 
cause of direct pressure upon the dam. The San Gabriel 
dam is to be as permanent and immovable as are the mother 
mountains.

Orchard Heating 
Becoming Factor 
in Citrus Industry 


That orchard heating is becoming 


an increasingly important factor in 
stabilizing citnis crop production is 
evidenced by the recent order placed 
by the Fruit Growers' Supply com- 
pany for 100,000 orchard heaters of 
the latest approved type with down 
draft and louvre stack. These are 
She heaters that were recommended 
t>y the famous growers' committee 
after an exhaustive examination of 
ill types of orchard heaters placed 
aefore them. The foresightedness of 
the company in this act enables the 
jrowers to purchase heaters at a 
marked saving when orders are plac- 
ed before the first of July. 


It was estimated that there are 


now upwards of 3,000,000 orchard 
leaters in use in the citrus groves 
of California, more than 2,000,000 of 
which, are of this general type. The 
leators covered by this recent order 
are the practically smokeless type 
and burn oil. 
•» 


Many interesting experiences were 


recorded last winter in which grow- 
ers successfully protected their crops 
with these heaters at unusually low 
temperatures. A record made by dis- 
interested 
government 
observers 


shows that on at last one occasion 
tins type of heater has raised the 
temperature within the protected 
grove 10% degrees above that of 
outside areas. 


The cone louvre heater with down 


draft and regulator is practically 
smokeless in operation, one grower 
stating that just for an experiment 
lie placed a sheet of white muslin 
four feet above the stack after the 
heater was fired, and only slightly 
discolored it. This will bs welcome 
news, indeed, not only to citrus grow- 
ers, but to residents and town folk 
in the orange and lemon growing 
districts. 


Kesulting directly from the ex- 


treme temperatures and storms of 
last winter, a decision was made to 
use orchard heaters in Orange coun- 
ty, a region heretofore considered as 
naturally protected. The foresight- 
edness of growers and townspeople in 
these regions was indicated by a 
meeting hejd some months ago at 
Tustin, in which the assembly strong- 
ly urged growers to install the smoke- 
less, oil-burning heaters as their first 
installation, and thus profit by the 
experience of growers who have done 
the experimental work in orchard 
heating. 


It is anticipated that the delivery 


of orchard heating equipment already 
ordered by growers in Southern Cal 
ifornia, citrus men will be in a bot 
ter position than ever before to safe- 
guard their crops from Jack Frost's 
raids.

But it is a good proposal, even though critics can, by 


thinking out possible extreme instances, find arguments 
against it.

Society ought not to keep on hounding a convict, with 


the degradation of his former sins. But this convict should 
never forget, himself. 


He should always walk a little more carefully than he

The conscience-free citizen can conduct himself with a 


certain abandon that no offender can ever have. He has been 
through the fire. His penitence is a fact that should guard 
his hand and soul. 


He should not permit himself to slip, as can the one who 


is not experienced. In his own memory, he forever carries a 
warning of the consequences of sin. 


So, if a man has been once convicted of robbery, or bur- 


glary, or arson, or murder, or violent assault, or bribery of 
a public official, or train wrecking, or receiving stolen goods, 
and is then again guilty of one of these offenses, he should 
be extraordinarily careful, no matter how penitent or pure of 
conscience, that he should not offend again.

Well, that is all right if you have 


never lived in California. In that 
case you will want it to be your 
native land, and if it'is not you are 
liable to he a hit critical. With hun- 
dreds of miles where telephone poles 
are your best shade, one yearns for 
something with a little more spread, 
and after one has been fed up on that 
sort of thing, how good it looks to 
see green fields and the woods in 
the offing! 
The greed of man has 


well nigh denuded the state of In- 
diana of its forests. 


Thev have been having "(most un- 


usual" weather this spring, but as 
we peddld that sort of hull in Cali- 
fornia, I do not know how seriously 
to take the story, but in many in- 
stances they have not finished plant- 
ing the corn and it is almost too 
late to do it now. It sure seems out 
of season to one who has been away 
forty-four years, and I do not like 
the pre-Fourth of July stuff they 
put on during these storms. 


They got four and a half inches 


of rain in less than three hours, with 
enough electricity to light a city. 
Cellars were, filled and every depres- 
sion that would hold water was doing 
capacity stunts. The irony of it all! 
In Arizona we paid 10 cents for a 
thermos bottle of ice-water. 


The land has been underdrained 


and it dries off quite a hit quicker 
than in my boyhood days.

In the middle-west, where corn 


grows, they must have hot nights or 
it will not do its best. I am not 
keen to live in the corn belt. The 
atmosphere is the humid, sticky kind 
and when it gets up to about 90 
you feel like you ought to be put in 
the garbage pail and taken away. 
Good corn weather means hot nights 
—and California has spoiled me for 
that.

HAVE THEIR IRON 


A]LL human beings should have 


a proportion of iron in their 
diets, and the pineapple is 


one of the few fruits which re- 
quires this element in order to come 
successfully to maturity. The soil 
of Hawaii is a rich volcanic dust, 
but pineapples grow better in it 
.with the addition of fertilizer in 
order to give them a balanced 
ration.
